STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


[Z.S.] Zo the inhabitants of the Town of Chester qualified to vote 
in town affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said town, on 
the second Tuesday of March next, at ten of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act on the following subjects : 

1. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of schools; for the maintenance of the poor; for laying 
out and repairing highways, and building and repairing bridges ; 
for paying the town debts and defraying the interest thereon, and 
for other necessary charges arising in said town. 

3. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees or of- 
ficers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

4. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $200 
to fix the hill near N. S. Morse’s. 

5- To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of mon- 
-ey to place a watering trough near Charles True’s. | 

6. Tosee if the town will vote to discontinue the use on the 
road machine for one year. 


7. Tosee if the town will do anything in regard to water 
works. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money to 
decorate soldiers’ graves.

We are in most hearty sympathy with the new school laws, be- 
lieving that they secure to all more equal advantages for edu- 
cation. , 

The new text-book law is certainly a great advance over the old 
way, in that it secures for all a free distribution, as well as a uni- 
form series of text-books. We believe if all would give our pres- 
ent school system a careful consideration froma purely unselfish 
standpoint they would be convinced that its object is to greatly 
promote the cause of general education. 

During the year eight different schools have been sustained, six 
of them for twenty-five weeks, one for twenty-two and nine-tenths 
weeks, and one for nineteen and six-tenths weeks. No. 6 closed 
earlier than designed on account of sickness in the district. 

Several of our teachers were experienced workers in the school 
room and have made an excellent record for the year. Two 
were comparatively new beginners, but we predict a successful 
future for them. 7 

Quite an effort has been made in some of the schools to secure 
regular attendance, — avery important essential to a successful 
school. We fear that the failure in some cases has been due to 
carelessness on the part of parents. 
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Punctual and regular attendance should be the rule. 

We were sorry to find in one school such a want of compati- 
bility between the parties most interested that the faithful work 
of the teacher was greatly injured. But we are of the opinion 
that the schools as a whole have made good progress for the year, 
while some are entitled to commendation for the earnest and faith- 
ful work accomplished. It will be noticed by table No. 1 that 
each successive year the number of pupils in our schools is grow- 
ing less, 

This year we have, thirty nine less than last. 

If this state of things continues, the question of the union of 
different schools will come more prominently before the School 
Board. | 

This problem can be solved satisfactorily, we believe, by the 
hearty co-operaticn of ail the parties interested. It can readily 
be seen that if the number of schools can be reduced, longer 
terms can be maintained. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


ist. ‘That the town raise more money for schools, in order 
that there may be at least three terms of ten weeks each. 


2d. That all insubordination to the reasonable discipline of 
the teachers be immediately and emphatically discountenanced 
by parents. 


3d. That the following sections from the Public Statutes be 
carefully read : 


“Any scholar may be dismissed from school by the School 
Board for gross misconduct, or for neglect or refusal to conform 
to the reasonable rules of the school; and he shall not attend the 
school until restored by the School Board.”—P. S., ch. 93, § 3, 
N4Zoz 


“No scholar who shall have been assigned to a particular 
school by the School Board shall attend any other school in the 
district until assigned thereto.”—P. S., ch. 93, § 4, p. 264. 
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“Tf any scholar, after notice, shall attend a school which he has 
no right to attend, or shall interrupt or disturb the same, he shall 
be fined for the first offence five dollars, and for any subsequent of- 
fence ten dollars, or be imprisoned not exceeding thirty days.”—

“‘ Every teacher shall make the entries in the register required 
bp the Superintendent of Public Instruction, and at the close of 
the term shall return the register to the School Board. Twenty 
dollars of the wages of every teacher shall be withheld until he 
has made such return.”—P. S., ch. 92, § 11, p. 262.
